To attract investors to 
struction of this type of dwell- 
ing, the bill guarantees a_ profit 
of from about 312 to 5 per cent 
a year. 

If the investor built homes or 
apartments to rent for less than 
$50 in cities of 500,000 or larger 
population, and less than $40 in 
smaller cities, there would be 
these additional inducements: 

1. The income from such proj- 
ects would be exempt from_ in- 
come tax, 

2. A total of 50 per cent de- 
preciation for tax purposes— 
against other income—would be 
permitted, 

3. Local communities would be 
called upon to give aid in the 
form of land, labor, materials, tax 
concessions and cash. 

“If that program has not pro- 
duced several hundred thousand 
low rental houses a year from 
now, I'll buy you each a steak,” 
McCarty told reporters. 

McCarthy added, however, that 
he will not introduce the bill in 
the Senate until the joint com- 
mittee has had a chance to study 
it and suggest changes.

WASHINGTON (#)—Two top 
Republicans proposed today that 
Congress lump military help for 


China with the $275,000,000 Sec- 
retary of State Marshall asked 


for Greece and Turkey. 
Senators Taft (Ohio) and 
Bridges (N.H.) told reporters 


they will suggest that some funds 
be found to help Chiang Kai- 
Shek’s government fight commun- 
ists with bullets when the Greek- 
Turkish proposal comes before 
the Senate. 

Taft heads the Senate’s Repub- 
lican policy committee. Bridges 
is chairman of its appropriations 
committee which helps’ decide 
how wide to openathe gavern- 
ment’s purse. 

In letters to both houses, Mar- 
shall yesterday said it will be ne- 
cessary to make an. additional 
$275,000,000 available to keep the 
pipelines to Greece and Turkey 
full of military supplies after 
April 1. 

The cabinet officer coupled with 
his appeal this warning: that the 
leaders of Russian expansion are 
counting on American weariness 
in helping ‘“‘far off Mediterranean 
countries” ta let the communists 
take over “by default”. 

Marshall’s request for the new 


aid program was his first major 
action in the “cold war" with 
Russia since the communists seiz- 
ed power in Czechoslavia. 

Actually, it had been decided 
to ask additional military help 
for Greece and Turkey before the 
Czech crisis developed.

150 ‘Suspects’ 


WASHINGTON (#)—The FBI 
in checking the loyalty of. same 
85,000 Federal workers found 
reason to suspect fewer than 150 
of them. 

This was made known in hear- 
ings published today by the House 
appropriations committee. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
told a subcommittee December 10 
his agents had investigatéd 84,- 
923 employes under the current 
loyalty program, and had com- 
pletely cleared 84,780. 

Of the 143 field investigations 
necessary, only six had been com- 
pleted at that time. Two of the 
six were cleared and the other 
four resigned before their inves- 
tigations were finished, Hoover 
said. He added: 

“This number (143):is a very 
conservative one, and does not 
\reflect that the program is one 
of hysteria or. panic.’ 

Hoover said the FBI has -ac- 
cumulated 410,211 fingerprints in 
loyalty investigations, 


Atomic energy commission in- 
vestigations have brought in 71,- 
920 fingerprints, he added, with} 
6,221 found to have police rec- 
ords. 

Much of Hoover's testimony 
about investigations was “off the 
record”.

Southern senators and governors seem to be getting 
bolder by the day. Their latest is that they are going to 
cenvirice northern Democrats that President Truman doesn’t 
have a chance to win in November and that another candi- 
date oyght to be nominated. 

The spark that has ignited the “fire” down there in 
Dixie is the Truman proposal for a civil rights bill which 
would include Negroes in the south as well as everywhere 
elge in the country.

Apparently,’ they are in perfect accordance with all the 
other policies of their president. 


» They offer several candidates who they think could re- 
piice-Mr. Truman, notably Secretary of State George Mar- 
shall.and Sen. Byrd of Virginia. If pressed, they probably 
could suggest many more, with most of them likely coming 
from south of the Mason-Dixon line. It has been quite ap- 
parent in our history that no southerner can ever be elect- 
ed president and yet the “boys from Dixie’ want to shed 
Truman because he can’t win in November. Perhaps a 
little re-reading of U. S. history since the Civil War would 
enlighten them considerably. 

What the “southern clique” in the Democratic party 
is. finally going to do is an open question. For 16 years 
they'va stuck along with Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Tru- 
man but now that it looks like a Republican victory is just 
around the corner, they're beginning to strain at their 
leasheg a little. This is specially noticeable when we re- 
member that Mr. Roosevelt was considerably more on the 
“yaberat side than Mr. Truman in all respects, particularly 
in the case of equal rights for the Negro. 

: What is that they say about a “sinking ship?” It looks 
like that might be it and the southern politicians ayen't 
gging to take any chances. They've long been used to 
seniority rights in congress and they're going to try some 
way to let everybody know just how important they are. 
How much this is going to impress the Republican president 
in the White House next January is a little bit doubtful, to 
say the least.
